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PREFACE 


Nowspapers constitute one of tho depondable gources 
of current information of any country or region. Unfortunsntely 
there is no arrangement for preservation of Newspapers. In eome 
of the administrativeo offices newspaper solloctions aro destroyed 
nfter & specified period. It is, also not " possible to ‘preserve the 
nowspaypors for & long time on account of the bad quality of the paper 
on which they are printed. Consequently, thls valuable source of 
information is very often lost to the public. 


In tho Orissa State there is & collection of one of the 
enrliest Oriya newspapers, It is entitled Utkal Dipika. It wns 
published weekly. The chronological limit of the collection is from 
1869 A. D. to 1932 A. D. It consists of 64 volumes, each for 2 year. 
The volumes for the years 1874, 1890, 1891, 1908, 1909, 1910, 1918, 
1921 and 1922 are missing. 


These volumes are in very frail condition. Unless the 
information contained in them are published, they may be lost for 
ever. The present Bulletin is published with 2 view to make 
avnilable to the public the historical information contained in the 
volumes for the years 1869 and 1870. Such Bulletin will be published 
from time to time until the collection is finished. It it hoped that 
the public, specially the scholars dealing with modern history of 
Orissa, will find the bulletin interesting and useful.

Schools in the Sambalpur District ° 


The total number of schools in fhe Sambalpur aren was two 
hundred and fifty two. The Schools could be broadly classified under 
two heads viz.. (w) The Government managed and (b) Government 
aided. The latter type were again of threo olasses viz., olags [, clasg II 
and olass III. The Government-managed Schools were divided into 
two claeses and Government-aided Schogls into three classes. 
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Government-managed Schools:—In tho class I typo of 
Schools the monthly pay of the Head Master was Rs. 60/- only and 
salary of the Assistant Teachers ranged between Ras. 30/- to Rs. 10. 
In this type of Schools Oriya and English were taught. ‘Phere wero 
two Sohools of this type in Sambalpur. ° 


In the Zod type of Government-managed Schools the 
salary of the Head Master ranged between Ras. 30/- to Rs. 15/- per 
month and that of the Assiatant Teachers between rupees Rs. 15/- to 
Rs, 10/- per month. There were only five such schools in the 
Samhbolpur area. In this type of School there were only three or 
four teachers to teach about bundred and fifty students. The annual 
expenditure of those seven schools amounted to rupees four thousand 
and seven hundred, 


Government-aided Schools:—Among tho three £1 ass08 
of Government-aided schools the ITend Munaster of tho class I typo of 
School drew n pay of Rs. 40/- per month. This type of Schools was 
managed with only two teachers. The pay of Assistants teachers of 
those schools ranged between Rs. 20/- to Rs 15/-. In those Schools 
English and Oriya were the medium of instruction. The Government 
grant to these Schools amounted to Rs. 660/- per annum. An 
equivalent amount was raised by subscription. Thus the total 
annual expenditure of those Schools amounted to Rs. 1320/- . 


In the Class II type of Schools the pay of the Head Master 
was Rs. 15/- and that of the assistant teachers Rs. 10/-. ‘The total 
number of these type of schools were twenty. The total annual 
Government grant to those Schools amounted to Rs. 3000/- and the 
same amount was raised from subscription, Those Sohoois had only 
one or two teachers whose pay ranged between Rs. 12/- to Rs. 8/- 
per month. 


The Class III types of Governmeuat-aided Schools numbered 
two l.undred and ono and they were managed earch by one tencher 
whose pay ranged between Rs. 12/- to Rs. 8/~. Government aid to these 

“ Sehools amounted to Rs. 13050/- annually and same amount was 
contributed by the Villagers. 


Girls Schoo!s:—There wore six girls schools managed by 
the Government. Each School was managed by one teacher. The 
monthly pay of the teacher was Rs. 10/-. The Government expenditure 
for the Girls Schools amourted to Rs. 700/- Besides there were also 
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eight private managed Girls Schools, entiroly depending upon 
private donations. In these two types of Girls Sohools the total 
number of fir] Students was six hundred. About hundred girls 
were reading iu the class thrce type of Government aided Schools. 


The Government incurred an snnuAl expenditure of 
Rs. 26,510/- for maintaining all thoee type of Schools 
“mentioned above. An amount of Rr, 16,910/- was raised by 
subscription. The eshool buildings were-constructed by the people 
at cost laying between Rs. 200/- to Re. 2000/- for each school. The 
total cost of the construction of two hundred nnd fifty two schools 
amounted to Re. 43,420/-. Besides there are four Schools in the 
Sambalpur garjut managed by the respective Rajas with one teacher 
in each. The monthly pay of tbe teachers in two schools was Rs. 25/- 
and in the other two schools Rs. 15/-. The monthly Government 
grant for Sambalpue Zilla Sohool was Rs. 350/-. There were six 
teachers and the medium of instruction was Oriya and English. 


About four thousand students were resding in the 
class I and class II schools. Of them 1500 belonged to upper primary 
classes. The total number of students in the olass III schools wag 
ten thousand. As there wos dearth of teathers for olass III sohools, 
boys passing out from upper primary schools were appointed as 
teachers of class 111 schools. 


Night School:—Kalipada Vandyopadhyaya, the Secretary 
of ‘Utkal Hitnisini’ opened a night school in the building of the 
English Urdu School at Outtack, for the benifit of those adults who 
were desirous of learning but had no opportunity during the day time 
on account of their engagements. 


Puri Sanskrit Tol:—This institution was established in 
1867 malnly due to the zealous efforts of Pandit Harihar Das 
who had been to Oudh and got the Mabarajs of Balarampur interested 
for the establishment of & Sanskrit Tol at Puri. Maharaja deposited 
np sum of Rs, 5500/- with the Government in the interest of the 
school to be managed, He also contributed Rs. 1300/- annually for 
stipends to the poor boys ot the institution. In spite of all these 
facilities and algo efficient ataff of the school, the admission iu the 
school was very low owing to an unfounded suspicion of thy 
guardians that the teaching work was not conducive to fostering 
right religious sentiments in tho students. Tha Editor of Dipika 
commented that such attitule by the guardians was rejerttablc.(p.123) 
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Government Law School:—Rajakrishpa Mufherjee was 
appointed by the Government as Law teacher in the Government 
Tunw School at Cuttack on 2 pay of Rs. 150/- per month. /’Fle joined 
his post in the Inst week ‘of February and the law cjasses started 
from the 10th. March 1869. Low students wore to pry Rs. 5/- ns 
their school fee. The law class was held for one hour each day 
from 9 A. M. to 10 A. M. in the Cuttack Higher English School. 


Cuttack Norm}! Schoof:—The Cut¢ack Normal School 
was the only institution for training of teachers, The seats in the 
school wero limited to 120 only but there wasn lgrge number of 
candidates sceking admissioy. In the year under reference there 
wore three hundred candidates. ¥

Census 


Census at Cuttack;—To know the accurate number of 
houses and people liviug in the towns the Governmont dicided t9 take 
ecnsus of the three major towns ( viz- Cuttack, Puri, and Balasore ) 
of Orisse. The census of tbe people of the Cuttack town 
was taken on the 24th May 1869. One hundred fifty enumecrators 
and one bundred fifty writers were appointcd for the purpose. 
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Tho consus was taken at 10, P. M. and ended at ‘12 P. M. The town 
was divided into cortnin zones each under an officor. The 
ministorial, staff of the Collectorate were appointed as enumerators 
nnd writers? The work was finished before dawn. There was 
some feeling of panic nmong the oitizens of Outtack town. Thoy 
thought that census was takon fof assessment of tar, So some 
people left tho town and the propriotors of rented housos ordored 
their tenants to vacate. Census was also taken of Puri and Balasore.

Census at Puri:- The Collector of Puri district adopted 
na new method for the census of the town. He disliked to take help 
of fho police force or enumerators and writers as was in the case 
at Cuttack. The Amalas of respective sahis of the town of Puri 
reported the detailed informations of their own sahis, 


The Collector himself went from one sahi to the other 
and induced the people, the importaneo and necessity of census.

The eleven thousand four hundred and six, population of 
Tlindoos were of forty three castee. Muslim and Christian 
population nt Balasore was 2415 nnd 166 respectively. It seems 
that the female population of Balasore was proportionately more 
than of Puri. 


Town Committee 


Improvement of the towns:—The Cnowkidari tax was 
abolished and new fox was levid on the citizens of Cuttack, Jajpur and 
Kendrapara under Bengal Rogulation VI of 1868 with effeot from 
lst April 1869. Tho designation of Pancbayzyt and Sadar Panchayat 
wns changed to ‘Ward Committee’ and ‘Town Committee?’ respectively. 
According to the Rule, the Magistrate was to prepare budget for the 
improvement of the town inoluding polica expenditure. The amount 
was to be realised from the citizens in form of tax. Town Committeo 
was to advise the Magistrute ijn nll matters relating to the’ 
improvement of the town. 


Cuttack Town Committee—In the meeting of the 
Cuttack Town Committee held in the 2nd week of May, 1869, 
budget for the year was finaliscd. An amount of 9000 rupees was 
expected to be rnised fiom tax and another sum ‘of Rs. 3000/- was 
cxpeoted from other sources which was to be spent for the following 
itemgs.—

Sports and Entertainment 


Horse Race, as is in other years, started from the X’mas and 
ended on the 2nd January 1869. Race as an cxciting and enjoyable 
pastime was introduced in Cuttack iv the year 1866 and since then its 
popularity was increasing. The English residents of Cuttack town had 
collected Rs. 2000/- through donations for the purpose. Although 
Europeans only participated in them yet it was n source of great 
divertion and entertainment of the Cuttack town. The Deputy 
Commissioner of Sambalpur had come with som? good race horses. 
The Mnharaja of Vijnynnagaram had olso sent somo good horses with 
English Jockeys. Another notable feature of the race of 1868-69 
was participation of a horse belonging to a local Zamirdar 
iBabu Laxminarayan Choudhury) in the race. The races were run 
on tho 20th, 25th, 30th nnd 3ilst December 1868. Tho priz3s varied 
between Rs. 100/- Rs. to 700/-. Most of the prizes were won by the 
horses of Vijayanagaram nnd few of them by-the Deputy Commissioner, 
Samhelrur. 


° Transport and Communication 


The Government of Indin hans taken the assets of 
East India Irrigation and Canal Company from lst January 1569. 
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Kendrapara Canal—Tho work of Kendrafara Canal was 
Completed in the month of July and becamo navigable up to the 
Juight Tlouse. The Canal was inauguruted by launchingtn steamor 


servico” mainly for chicf oflcials. It took four yoars for tho 
completion of the work, fF : 


The Government fixcd the following rates for the 
transport of bamboo and other goods in boats. Ench boat was to 
pay annas § per hundred maunds ot each Lock, in the Kendrapara ” 
Canal. Rate fcr each log was annans two and four hundred bhabmoos 
one anna and four pies. For each pissanger on the boat } pie was 
charged. Steamers from Oalcutta .and Bombay touched ant the 
Light House for carrying passangers and goods from Calcutta to 
Cuttack and vice versa. The stoumer services between Calcutta nnd 
Cuttack had very good effect on the outward trade of Orissa. In the 
second week of September 1869, 8100 maunds of goods were imported 
and Rs. 6000/- was collected as the stream froight.

Trade, Commerce and Indrustry 
‘The Balasore Sambadaobahika?’ cautioned the authorities 
not to permit export of rice ou‘side Orissa and the Commissioner 
also did not think it proper to interfere in the frce trade in rico in 
view of the stock in the Government godowne. The Editor of 
Dipika advised that the people might be informed about the poor 


prospect of harvest and cautioned the authorities against the risk of 
selling rico to ths rice agents. 


In the ycar under review there were some grain depots 
where rice was stored by Government for the sale to the Public, 
In September 1869 the price of rice was Rs. 1/4/- per standard maund. 
But the retailed price was sixteen seers (Katki, 105 tolas) per rupee. 


As the market rate was higher that the Governmont rate there was 
much demand for the Government rice. 
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| Rates of food stuff—The following fcod stuffs were 
selling at the rates mentioned against them at the village of Kanjora 
Angul af & distant of 73 miles from Cuttack in the month of

But due to the establishment of innumerable native owned shops the 
doalers were wisely selling the articles at & cheaper rate than before 
thus attrrcting custcmers in larger number. 
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Health and Sanitation 


Yaccination—Peonple of Orissa had not beenenocustomed 
to tho~new method of ~vaccinnation against pox. Théy got their 
children vaccinated by crude village mothods whiel? was not at all 
effective. So the Balusore Sumbadabahikd urged the people to 
get themselves vaccinated by the new method as it was the only 
effective remedy. 4

Language Agitation 


Rajenara Jal Mitro in a lecture delivered in the Cuttack 
Debating Society proposed the Bengali lanuage should be adopted 
in Orisse since Bongali was ao progressive languago with many 
printed books. He argued that the population of Orista was not 
very large to maintain 2 separato language. This proposal naturally 
came in for sharp criticiem in Utkal Dipika. The suggestion of 
writing Oriya in Bengali script was discussed in & meeting of ‘Utkal 
Hitaishini’ aud it decided that suggestion, if put in practice, would 
do more harm than good to Oriya language. 


Darbar 


A Darbar for conferring titles on tho Rajas of Dhenkananl 
and Parikud was held at Chauliagnnj on the 1st January 1869. 
Mr. Ravonshaw, the Commissioner presided over it. Bhagirathi 
Mahindra Bahadur, the Raja of Dhenkanal was iuvested with the 
title of Mahurdjn for which he had to presen§ in gold coins of the 
value of moro than Rs. 1500/-, in recognition of bis Paternal 
administration nnd charitable works. (pp. 78) 


In another Darbar held at Chaulinganj in the month of 
Noveinber, Obandra Sekhar Mansing Bhramazbar, the Raja of 
Parikud was investcd with the title of OC, S. I. in recoguition of his 
munificent and generous works done for the benefit of the suffering 
humanity during the fnmine of 1865-66.

Festivals:- Religion as a A tEor of fact was very porular 
among the people of Orissat During the festivals they onjoyed 
their life foe tho fullest cxtent. The following festivals were 
mainly observed {throushopt Orissa. ° Jagar Jatra at Kapilash. 
Asokastami nt Bhubaneswar, Dashaharg, Deonabali, Balijatra and 
Rama Navami at Cuttack. Car festival af Puri was pompously 
observed each year. Muhnram nnd Fatedwajdam were two important 
Muslim festivals observed at Cuttack: The latter fertival of tho 
Muslims cnn be comparable with that of the Dasaahare and Deepabali 
of the Hindoos. The Qudam Rasul was illuminated by the lamps 
lighted by the worshippers who gather there in thousands. Femosles 
also visited the holy places. 


Injustice to Hindoo religion:- During the Rahas Jatre 
of Laxmi Narayan Thakur at Kendupatna, ‘the European Engineer 
Mr, Wight Fords was greatly annoyed on account of the noise of 
of the drums and entered into the temple with his Musalman servant. 
He tore away the garland adorning the deity. The people were 
greatly shocked at this attitude of the gentleman and bitterly 
criticised his activity, 

Anthropological notes :- The peopie in the village 
of Kanjra in Angul used to get their daughters married ot tha age 
of nine or ten. 1n case they failed, they married their daughters 
fo an arrow or flower. Subsequently when a2 suitable groom was 
found the girl was given in remarriage to the new groom. This

Vernacular Schools:—In the year 1870, there were 
Vernacular Schools at Khurdal, Bhubaneswar, Soro, Tarnkotse, 
Paharajpur, .Bhadelo,. Puri, (one ‘Oriya and one Bengali) ;§ Pipilli, 
Barabati, Balasoro (Balasore Mission School and Saint Joseph School) 
ond Cuttack ( one Oriyn and one Bengali School ). 


M. E. School:—There were M. E. Schools at Puri, 
Jajpur, Bhadrakh, Angul and Cuttack (one Oriya, one Bengali and 
one Urdu School). 


Night School at Puri :—By the initiative of the Asst. 
Magistrate of Puri a Night School was opened in the Puri Snnskrit 
Sohool for teaching English to the students of the Sanskrit School. 
The Sanskrit School at Puri was founded by the Late Maharaja of 
Balaramapur. Pandit Harihare Das had been authorised to manage 
the institution. He acted as the Head Mester of the School. He was 
very sincere and very efficient in his duties. Under his Influence 
the students of the School attended both the day nnd night classes. 
The absence of «& Sanskrit Library was keenly felt. 


H. E. Schools :—There were only three H. E. Schools in 
Orissa. They wero the Cuttack High School, Balasore High School 
and Puri High School. 


Normal School :—The teachers received 2 course of 
training in the art of teaching from the Norma Scbool at Cuttack. 
Dwarikanath Chukervertty was the Superintendent of the School. 
The Cuttack M. E. and Vernacular Schools were under the control of 
the Superintendent of the Norma! Sohooi.

Of the 7 candidates sent up from Cuttack Bengali School 
attached to the Normal School all passed the Middle School Scholarship 
Examination, whilo only one from Cuttack Urdu School came out 


successful. 
From the Retult ot all Orissa Minor and Vernaculor 


Soholarship Tixamination published in the Utkal Dipika (1870, p. 72) 
we come to know that five candidates from Jajpur, three from 
Cuttack Urdu School and one from Bhodrak came out successful in 
III division in the Minor Scholarship Examination. But in the 
Vernacular Examination the result of the Cuttack school was 
praiseworthy. Ramsankar Ray, a candidate from Cuttack Bengali 
Sohool passed in the 1st division and received scholarship for four 
years. Five car didates from Cuttack and five from Balasore passed 
in the 2nd division. Five candidutes passed in the 2nd division, 
onc from Puri and four from DBarabati School. 
The students who passed in the III division were {rom 

the following schools— 

Khurdah, Bhubaneswar, Soro, Tarakote, Paharajpur, Puri 
(one, General school nnd one, Bengali school), Pipili, Bhadalo, Cuttack 
( Government Bengali school. ) Balasore ( Mission and Saint

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Teachers‘ Examination:— According to an educational 
notice published in the Utkel Dipika 1570 teachers who were 
drawing Rs. 12/- or more as their monthly pay but had not passed 
final examination either from Normal School or from any Spnskrit 
school were ¥gcquired to oppear in an examination failing which 
they wore to b3 replaced by qualifiod candidates. ° 


Publlcation of books:— The ropcated roference of the 
Commissioner aboutethe lack of Oriya books in tho educational 
institutions of Orissa rosulted jn the fact that the Government gave 
its consent to publish all Oriya Books recommonded by the Director 
of Public Instruction.

Tlowever, a& fortnightly periodical named ‘‘Orissa Patriot’ was 
published at Cuttack both in English and Oriyn, Another News 
Paper namcd “Balasore Sambada Bahiko *” was being regularly 
published from the Balasore town. 
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The Commisioner of Orissa issued orders to sll tha 
‘District Magistrates to supply informations about weekly price of the 
food stuff, extract from Orissa Gazette and Government ordors

A proposal for amalgamating the three ‘societies into ono 
did not meet “with oppréval of thé majority of the members, 
consequently it fell through. But ultimately the Cuttack Society nod 
Utkalollagsini were amalgamated to form one society under the nnme 
Orissa Sooiety. % 


There was also a proposal for establishment of a branch 
of All India Debating Society at Cuttack. In & joint meeting of the 
three societies noted above the question was discussed und it was 
decided that on branch of the All India Debating Society was to be 
opened at Cuttack. 


In the meeting of these Socities cultural subjects specially 
thoso pertaining to Orissa were discussed. Some times lectures by 
important persons and Scholars were nrranged. As the members of 
those socicties constituted the intelligentsia of the Cuttack town 


their opinion on important matters relating to cducation, health otc. 
wns also sought. 


Greater (rissa agitation 
Iu nn general meeting held at Rasslkunda there was n 
hot discussion about the amalagamation of all the Oriya-speaking 
tracts to constitute one separate province An appeal was proposed 
to be made to the Governor General in Conncil. The following 
were the Oriya speaking areas under the Madras Presidency. 
(i) To the north of river Rusikulya— Palur, Kuma, 
Ganja, Biruli, Purvakhand, Khallikote, Athagarh, Ghumsar, Dbarokote

(ii) To the south of the river Rushikulya—Bodagarh 
Seragarb, Sannkhimundi, Barakhimundi, Cbikiti, Mohuri, Jarada, 
Surangi, Budarasingh, Jalantara, Manjushe, Taralg, Parola and- Tikili. 
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Sports and Entertainment 


Contuet with the Europeans brouzht nhout a change in 
ee of the residents of the Cuttack town. They began to take 
ingShbinterest in annual Horse race which was introduced in 
Cuttack in tho year 1868. In the last weck of the outzoing year, 
16069, the citizens of Cutfack were ‘much entertained by the military 
sports and ual Horse Race. On the occasion Jiuropeans from 
different part8lof Orissa gathered at Cuttack to celebrate the X’ mas. 
Feasting and Horse Race wero the main items of their morry-making. 
The citizens of Cuttack towft had become very cnthusiatic about horse 
race and they*gathered in large number to witness and enjoy it. 
The notable feature of they horse rac of 1869 was the presence of 
Orissan ruling Chiefs among the guests. Moft of the prizes were 
won by the horses of the Raja of Vizianagratn. The horse of the 
Depaty Commissioner of Snmbalpur came next in order. 


Wrestling was another source of ontortainment in the 
Cuttack town. Wrestlors from outside Orissa were invited to exhibit 
their skill among the visitors. Sports and matches hud become 
a regular feature of the Cuttack town. Annual sports were organised 
in Schools mostly on the occasion of prize-distribution ceromony. 
Students of the Schools took part in them. 


Town Committee 


Tho formation of town Committee in the Cuttack town laid 
the foundation of future Cuttack Municipality. The Committee was 
entrusted with matters relaising to public health and sanitation and 
jmprovement of the town. In one of the meetings of the Cuttack 
Town Committee the collection of tax levied on the citizens of Cuttack 
was entrusted to Sadaunand Jachak and Nimai charn Neogi who 
cxpressced their willingness to work on honorary basis for a month. 
Arrangements were made for proper supervision of the construction 
of roads and drains and cleaning of the town. Two other 
members of the Committee, Jagam )han Ray and Kalipada Chatterjee, 
were in charge of sanitution and cleanliness of the town. The 
.Editor of Dipika commented that the work of the Town Committee in 
the ycar under review was praiseworthy. The condition of the 
drains, roads ande the state of public health and sanitation in tbe 
town had beon improved to a great extent The jungles nround the 
tank otf Gangamondir bad been clcearad. A public latrine was 
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constructed by the Government in the Cuttack town. Tho residents. 
of the Cuttack town, the Editor commented, were of course, benefited 
by tho establishment of the Town Committee but they had to pay a 
higher tax in tho form of municipal tax which repinced the

Trade and Commerce and Industry 

By an arrangement with the Steam Navigation Coinpany, 
slenmers touched at the Light House thrice & rionth to carry 
puesengers and gocds fram Orisfa to Caolcewta nnd vicc-voren. 
Steamers from “fFouthern Indin touched at the Light Elouse onco 


uw month. This arrangement affected the province’s external trade 
very favourably. ' ° 


Withn the inauguration of* Steamer Service betweon 
Calcutta and Cuttack in 1869 the inter-provincinl trade improved 
to n great extent. In the yenrt 1870 goods from Cuttack wero 
oxportcd to Calcutta and Madras regularly. The imported goods 
were mainly,foreign cloths, betel nuts, spices and copper. The ex ported 
goods from Orissa were speoially from the Garjat areas, It consisted 
of timber, hide, horn, rice and mustard. Most of the trade=-agonts 
at that time were non-Oriynss, The average monthly export and 
import from Cuttack nmountcd fo Rs. 30,000 and Rs. 70,000 
respectively, There was much scarcity of currency notes in tho 
Government treasury at Cuttack. This had effect on the trade of tho 
province. The scarcity of notes may be partinlly attributable to tho 
vast difference between import and cxpors trade of Orissa. The 
amount of money sent away from Orissa in import trade was 
more than double the amount brought into Orissa through export’ 
trade. Tlence the excess of imports over exports caused & drain 
on the currency notes in the Government Treasury at Cuttack. 


There was a proposal for establishment of Check-posts 
in the border to check smuggling of salt imported from Southern 
India into Orissa nnd the Tributary Estates, Town of Cuttack 
was the Centre of export and import trade of Orissa. Country-boats 
were also used ‘'n large numbers for transrort of merchandise. 
Gunpy-bags worth Rs. 21000/- were imported from Calcutta and 
Mndras within three months from May to August on Account of 
genrcity of them in Cuttack and Puri town. 


Salt manufacture:—During 1870 the nmanufacture of 


salt amounted to 4 lakhs of maunds and it was expected that next year 
the amount would be doubled, 
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Development of the Port area—IFor improvement ot 
tho, Light House area Government snnctioned ap sum of Rs. 23000/- 
for i of & godown, n Police-Station and a Post Oflice.: 

Cans!s: frrjgation and Navigation—Cannls served dual 
proposes; of navigation and irrigation. The Government had token 
over tho nssetay and liabilities of the East Indin Irrigation and 
Canal Company in®the year 1569. The High Level canal wns 
completed up to tho.river PBrahmani.

Post and Teligraph—A post-office was opened on the 
lst Many in 1870 in the sub.divisional otflice of Bhadrak. Tho 
Covernment of India opened Savings Bank in the Government 
Treasurics for providing facilities to the public to save a portion 
of their income, 


Police Report of 1868 


The following ntnounts were spent for the Police in the 
districts of Balasore, Cuttack and Puri during the year 1868. 


Balasoro Rs. 1,16,360/- 
Cuttack and Gnrjat Rs. 1,87,934/- 
Puri Rs. 83,455/- 


According to the police report for the year 1868, tha 
number of criminals per ten thousand of population was 15 in the 
Cuttack District, 14 in the Puri District and 12 in the Balnsore 
District. .Tho cases of robbery and murder in the Cuttack District 
were moro than those in Puri and Balasore distriote; yet the number 
of such enses on the whole had diminished considerably than heforo. 
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
